Hon, Robert A. Van Wyck, Mayor : 

Sir — I have the honor to transmit herewith the Annual Report of the Depart- 
ment of Finance in relation to the finances of the Corporation, showing the opera- 
tions and condition of the City Treasury and of the Sinking Funds, and presenting 
other information relative to the finances of The City of New York for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1898. 

The delay in the presentation of this report requires a word of explanation. 
On January i, 1898, when the Greater New York consolidation became an accom- 
pUshed fact, it was found that the accounts of the various municipal corporations 
included within the consolidated territory were so incomplete, and in such bad order 
as to render it impossible to transcribe them on the books of the new City. Definite 
knowledge concerning many of these accounts and funds was exceedingly difficult 
to obtain. Books of original entry had to be written up, innumerable errors running 
through series of years had to be discovered and corrected, occasional evidences of 
wrongdoing had to be investigated and, generally speaking, by reason of the time 
required to collate reliable information necessary to formulate a proper method of 
recording the business operations of so vast a municipality, the transmission of the 
annual report of this Department prior to the present time was not practicable. 

For these reasons, a preliminary report was compiled and transmitted to your 
Honor under date of July 27, 1899, ^^^ published in ** The City Record " August 
12 of the same year. 

The same adverse circumstances have in like manner prevented the publication 
of the Annual Reports for 1899 and 1900. It should be said, however, that much of 
the work of compiling these reports has already been accomplished, and that their 
publication in the immediate future is assured.

The net appropriations made by the Board of Estimate and Apportionn 
during the year 1898 for the expenses of government for that year amountec 
$77,473,084.77. The manner in which this sum of money was raised under 
provisions of Section 10 of the Charter (see page 395) is fully set forth in Apj 
dix. (See pages 393 to 471.) Besides showing the individual contributions tov 
the expenses for 1898, this appendix shows in its recapitulation the aggrc 
contribution of all the municipalities, etc., included in the respective borou 
The amount so contributed is shown to be $70,297,233.89 or $7,175,85 
short of the net appropriations made for the year 1898. The Appendix fur 
shows the manner in which this deficiency was apportioned among the sev 
boroughs in accordance with section 901 of the Charter. (See page 396.) 

It having been the custom in previous years to publish in the Comptrol 
Annual Reports of the former City of New York a ten-year comparative tabl 
the " Assessed Valuations of Real and Personal Estate, the rate of Taxation, 
amount of Taxes and the objects and purposes for which such taxes were levie 
each of the ten years last past," as shown by Statement ** G " in the repor 
said city for the year 1897, I have included in this report on page 215, Stater 
No. 26, showing the appropriations made by the Board of Estimate and Apj 
tionment, of the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the City of New Yorl 
1897, for the year 1898, as though consolidation were not to take place, 
Assessed Valuations of Real and Personal Estate for said year 1898, the rat 
taxation and the amount of taxes levied in the Boroughs of Manhattan and 
Bronx in said year, in order that the aforesaid ten-year comparative tabic 
Assessed Valuations may be at any time completed. 

The receipts from Tax levies for 1898 and previous years amount 
$52,477,066.74, and are displayed by Boroughs in the Recapitulation on page 3 
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Appropriation Accounts, 

The amount credited to Appropriation Accounts, viz.: — $309,269.92 on page 41 
of this report, is for transfers, reimbursements, errors, etc., refunded. In any state- 
ment of the operations of the City Treasury, this sum, representing transfers and 
refundings of items previously paid, is a proper deduction from the total of war- 
rants drawn and registered against Appropriation Accounts. 

The General Fund. 

" All the revenues of said corporation not by law otherwise specifically appro- 
priated, shall, when received into the city treasury, be credited to the general 
fund." (Section 216 of the Charter.) " And any balance of appropriations remain- 
ing unexpended at the close of any fiscal year, after allowing sufficient to satisfy all 
tiims payable therefrom, and also any balance to the credit of any account of 
oneys which have been or may hereafter be paid into the treasury of the city, 
under existing laws, appropriated or authorized to be expended for any specific pur- 
pose, and which the said board of estimate and apportionment may determine not 
to be necessary, or to be in excess of the amount required therefor, may, at any 
time, but not less than sixty days after the expiration of the year for which such 
appropriations are made, or sixty days after the expiration of the year during which 
the moneys aforesaid were paid into the treasury of the city, after allowing suffi- 
cient to satisfy all claims payable from such appropriations, or which the comptroller 
shall certify should be paid from said moneys paid into the treasury, as aforesaid, 
be transferred by the comptroller, with the approval of the said board of estimate 
and apportionment, to the general fund of the city, and applied to the reduction of 
taxation/' (Section 237 of the Charter.)

Revenue Bonds of 1898. 

The taxes levied for the general expenses of the City Government are not col- 
lectible until about October i of each year. 

The fiscal year of the corporation is the calendar year. 

It becomes necessary, therefore, during the first nine months of the year, to 
borrow money on the credit of the corporation, in order to meet the current 
expenses of administration. 

" The comptroller is authorized to borrow, from time to time, on the credit of the 
corporation, in anticipation of its revenues, and not to exceed in amount the amount 
of such revenues, such sums as may be necessary to meet expenditures under the 
appropriations for each current year. Such amounts shall be obtained by the issue 
of revenue bonds, which shall be redeemed out of the proceeds of the tax levy in 
anticipation of the collection of which such bonds were issued." (Section 187 of the 
Charter.) 

The amount of money borrowed on Revenue Bonds issued in 1898 under the 
provisions of Section 187 of the Charter, was $23,332,600. (See Statement No. 3, 
page 106.) 



Special Revenue Bonds. 



"* Whenever the comptroller may be authorized by the provisions of this act, or 

by law heretofore or hereafter enacted, to issue revenue bonds for purposes other 

than to meet expenditures under the appropriations for each current year, such 

revenue bonds shall be redeemed out of the tax levy for the year next succeeding 

the year of their issue, and the necessary appropriation therefor shall be made by 
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the municipal assembly and the board of estimate and apportionment in the 
for such year. Such last mentioned bonds may be designated and kn 
" Special Revenue Bonds." (Section 187 of the Charter.)
